CALGARY, Nov. 22.—8o far as I 
can sce the victory in East Elgin, 
is an index to the present govern- 
ment of Canada in particular, and of 
the political party system in general 
and an expression of confidence in 
the Farmers’ movement,” said H. W. 
Wood, president of the United Farm- 
ers of Alberta, when the result of the 
East Eigin by-election was received 
lust evening. 

In behalf of the board of directors 
of Whe United Farmers of Alberta, 
who were in session yesterday, Pre- 


| sident Wood despatched the following

Federal Ministry Disappointed, 

OTTAWA, Noy. 22.—(Canadian 
Press.) —Announcement of the U.F.O. 
victory in East Higin, was received 
in government ciroes tonight with 
evident disappointment. Members of 
the cabinet had gathered in the 
Prime Minister's office to receive the 
returns which as they came in poll 
by poll, were carefully analysed and 
compiled, 

Eariy returns had indicated likeli- 
hood of a government victory, but 
hopes of such an outcome were gradu- 
ally dissipated as the majority of Mr, 
Stansell, the government candidate, 
gradually dwindled and Mr. MoDer- 
mand, the Farmer candidate, took 
and maintained the lead, A few 
weeks ago even, a Farmer victory in 
East Elgin would have been regarded 
ag"inevitable, “But it"was hoped” that 
the strenuous campaigning had chang- 
ed the situation. However, satisfac- 
tion is expressed in administration 
qnarters, that the government can- 
didate made so good a running in a 
constituency almost entirely rural. 

The result is the first check which 
the Meighen government has received 


at the polls and means the loss ot a} 


seat which ‘has gone Conservative, 
although with small majorities, since 
1891, What bearing it will have on 
government policy, whether or not 
it will accelerate cabinet re-construc- 
otin: it is too early yet to say, But 
there is Little doubt that cabinet re- 


construction is not in any event far | 


distant and that one of the first steps 


taken will be in an endeavor to secure | 


increased French-Canadian repre- 
sentation. 

From first to last the fighting in 
Rast Blgin was keen; and the result 
is particularly interesting in.its indi- 
cation of the organized strength of the 


agrarian movement in Ontario. 
The Electors Not Frightened, 


TORONTO, Nov, 22.—The» Globe 
under the caption “The meaning of 
JEast Elgin’ will say tomorrow in 
part: 

“If the vote means anything—it was 
strickingly significant—it meant that 
the electors rejected the Meighen 
doctrine that every ballot cast against 
the government must be counted as 
a vote for free trade and a fiscal re- 
volution. Even the electors in Aylm- 
er, an industrial town refused to be 
deluded and gave a majority for the 


| Liberal candidate. 


Mr. Meighen himself went to the 
constituency to proclaim that the 
tariff was the issue and’ the only is- 
sue, “There is only one other course, 
if you abandon protection, and that 
is the course of free trade,” 
clared, at Aylmer. Few electors 
could have been frightened or de- 
ceived by this insincere definition of 
the tariff controversay. Among the 
3,000 who voted for the United Farm- 
ers of Ontario and Liberal candidates, 
must have been hundreds of farmers, 
who in the past swallowed the pro- 
tectionist ediciné which the present

| Better Plan Could be Devised But 
But Not Stated—Control Over 
Campaign Funds

| SWIFT CURRENT, Sask., Noy. 22. 
}(Cunadian Press).—-Chose to nine 
hundred people packed the Princess 
| Royal theatre to gapacity here tonight 
to greet Hon. T. A. Crerar, appearing 
under the auspices of the Swift Cur- 
jrent district Grain Growers political 
organization. Mr. Crerar was intro- 
duced by the chairman S. R. Moore 
‘as the head of the new Nutional Poli- 
tical party of Canada, and was given 
an enthusiastic reception. 

| At the outset of his speech, Mr. 
Crerar dwelt upon the effects of the 
|war and stated that the country owed 
a@ great deal to the returned men, 
Before the wur,Canadas national debt 
was $333,000,000; now it is two anda 
half billions; but no matter what the 
}debt nor what further taxation must 
be imposed it was impossible to do too 
much for the veterans. He had a 
great faith in che future, they would 
play in the administration of the 
country. 

As a preface to his present political 
| Stand, Mr. Crerar stated that during 
the past 40 years there were govern- 
;mental scandals, not confined to one 
| party or the other, that were a per- 
manent disgrace to the country, These 
were allowed to materialise through- 
|the apathy of the public in political 
laffairs, and who were blindeu” by par- 
jtisan affiliations. He was out now 
| however, to create interest and dis- 
jcussion among all classes of the peo- 
ple. It must however, be borne in 
mind that the Farmers did not seek 
to rule as a class. AJl classes of ,peo- 
| ple mu&t be represented and all should 
unite in order to obtain a revolution in 
governmental methods that will bring 
about purity, omy and efficiency 
of w ministration. (We said chat the 
profeasional man, the G.W.V.A., Labor 
Farmers, and otherg should be repre- 
sented and jhe trusted all classes would 
march hand in hand with him in 
Storming the citadels at Ottawa. 

Deplores Railway Record. 

Speaking of the railway situation, 
Mr. Crerar said there was nothing so

where in Canada's history in running 
railways. He deplored the duplica- 
tion of lines that had plieg up enor- 
mous debts and said the whole gov- 
ernment system should be re-valued 
jand the falee asset. written off the

jciaimed there should have been no

He strongly criticised thé govern- 
ment for not suepending the appli- 
cation for increased ratés until the ap- 
peal from the Railway Commission 


was heard. It was costing the people

|the appeal. Mr. Crerar maintained 


jthat the government had no right to 
jwithhold the handing over of the na- 
rp resources to the western prov- 
inces.. The eastern ovinces had no 
jequity whatever in western resources 
any more than the prairie provinces 
|had in the resources of Ontario and 
Quebec, 
Protective System Denounced 
Referring to the tariff, Mr. Crerar 


strongly denounced the protective 
system which he declared to he i)- 
logical and fallacious. He said: “I 
| want to’ see the manulucu..is of 
Canada thrive but I want them to 
stand on their awn feet and not 


|rest on my back and on yours.” He 
enumerated the Dominion Canners and 
Canada Cement, as instances where the 
tariff! was used to exploit the people 
in order to give millions to those 
between the producer and consumer, 

The tariff, he said, is the greatest 
| Single agency for exploiting the people 
that was ever conceived in the his- 
tory of the country. Mr. Crerar con- 
|tended that the most ardent advo- 
jcates of high tariff to keep out for- 
eign trade sent out their commission- 
ers to foreign countries to stimulate 
the trade their tariff policy assumes 
to keep out. Trade is the life blood 
of the nation and should be increased 
in every legitimate way. The better 
way lay in the development of agri- 
Surtiae, the mines and the foresis, 
and t@ those departments of prosperity 
}should al eyes be turned rather 
than on an uneconomic tariff, 

Mr. Crerar contended 
| speeches purporting to show that 
{Great Britain had weathered the war 
results better than any of the other 
European nations, it was not the 
/policy of the Canadian council of agri- 
|culture to sweep away the tariff en- 
'tirely. They had no objection to a 
tariff on luxuries but all the imple- 
ments of production should be ab- 
solutely free. If a duty were on lux- 
juries, however, he would want a coun- 
ter excise on luxuries in the country 
to prevent the difference going into 
the pockets of the manufacturers as 
is so enormously the case at pres- 
ent, 


- Income Tax Reform 

Mr, Crerar stated that a good deal 
better plan of the income tax could 
be devised and this was one item that 
should have the closest attention of 
the new political organization that 
was out to build up the great new 
Canada to be, 

He considered that possibly the 
greatest plank in the platform of the 
Canadign council of agriculture was 
the one that provided for the fullest 
publicity on expenditures of campaign 
funds, He thought the system of pro- 
tected manufacturers and railway pro- 
moters putting up huge sums for 
{election expenses of their favorite 
jcandidates should no longer be per- 
mitted

MORE TAXPAYERS NEEDED 


Mr. Duggan Wants City to Get 
Larger Share of Provincial 
Taxes 


Lower rates of taxation and a more 
loonservative expenditure of civic 
ifunde sweae the key note of the addres- 
mes delivered by Hy tye Soe 
civic election at the ¢ nm mi 
lwhich was held in the south ide 
library Monday night. The apeakers 
‘were D, M. Duggan, candidate for 
Mayor; V. T. Richards, F, T, Collison, 
and Joe Adair, candidates for the 
office of aldermen, and J. H. Williams, 
candidate for schoo] trustee. 

| D M. Duggan candidate for mayor 
in his address pointed out that under 
‘present conditions good sound busi- 
news methods must be employed in the 
handling of the city affairs if the bur- 
den of taxation under which the tax- 
payers now labor is to be removed. 
|The burden of taxation he said, was 
upon only a small percentage of the 
| population, and one of the main reas- 
ons for discontent is that ghey have 
been carrying this burden #0 long 
that they are getting discouraged, and 
asa result “we have a waye of de- 
pression that is hindering progress.” 

Some plan must be adopted to es- 
\tabtish the confidence of the people. 
A great many people, the speaker 
said, were in @ position where if they 
could extricate themselves from their 
present conditions that they would 
seek new fielda As a remedy he ad- 
|Wocated increasing the number of 
taxpayers and reduce the rate of tax- 
ation, He also pointed out that the 
financial position of the city would be 
materially improved if additional rev- 
enue were sought from the provincial 
government. <A certain percentage of 
the automobile licences, fines, etc., 
shiould go ito the city. Vancouver had 
already adopted such a method of 
securing additional revenue and, he 
pointed out, that there was no rearon 
why some organized effort could not 
be made in thie direction, 

In this respect, he pointed out, ¢hat 
as a result of persistent effort, relief 
had been secured for educational work 
jfrom the provincial and federal gov- 
ernments to the extent of $76,000 this 
year, whereas in 1914 only $22,000 
received from that source, 

Form Community Leagues, 

The speaker suggested that com- 
munity leagues be organized through- 
‘out the city cn similar Hines to some 
,of those already in operation, to dis- 
cues problems directly affecting their 
gommunity and to submit these prob- 
lamas to the council. This he pointed 
out, would help mmterially to unify 
jthe people, to bring them closer to- 
gether. and give them a voice jn the 
administration of the city. This 
would in mo way take away the func- 
tion of the council, but on the other 
hand such action would be heartily 
wetcomed by any broadminded public 
spirited citizens who served as such. 

Vv. 'T. Richards’ Policy. 

Mr. Richards advocated a policy of 
greater economy in administration of 
civic affairs. There are certain con-

|yenturous immigrants who could easily 
be stirred to trouble if conditions became

Monthly Sales of Tax Sale Lots 


And Insist U 


May Still Buy Propert

Conditions under which the city 
might dispose of property which has 
come into its hands through the tax 
eales made up the theme of a short 
but interesting discuesion at council 
meeting on Monday nichit. 

There was a report from the finance 
4 committee recommending that council 

make no sales of such lands «his year, 

but that the new council should, at as 
early a date as possible, settle a pol- 
icy for dealing with this city property. 

This wes carried, and the matter 
received further attention from the 
fact of Ald. Martin remarking that he 
would not be a member of the council 
of next year, and jhe would like to say 

a few words on ithe subjects of the tax 

sale lands while he had the opportun- 

ity. He added that there would, no 
doubt, be a number.of applications 
received by council for the purchase 
of the tax sale lands. He would pro- 
pose that council should make a re- 
cord of al] such applications and hold 
monthly sales of the lang tn demand. 

Proper notice would have to be made 

in the press of all the land to be sold, 

so that there would be at least one 
months’ notice before the land was 

put up for sale. . 

The Mayor said he did not think 

that it was such a question whether 

the land was to be auctioned er not, 
| adkwwhether it was _to be sold cheaply 
hin order to give the opportunity for 
building. 

Would Impose Building Restrictions 
i Ald, Milton Martin; Building con- 

ditions shoukd be most certainly im- 
posed. I do not want the land to be 
taken for speculative purposes. ‘There- 


the sales, conditions to its use for 
Sbuilding, and also that in the selling 
competition should be allowed. 

Ald. East: The building condition is 
most important, otherwise the land is 
gving to get into the hands of specu- 
lators again. We want it to go tu ihe 
homebuilder. 

Can Buy Property Back. 

The decision of counc!l in respect to 
selling land does not apply to cases 
where the original owners wish to 
again secure pcesession of Jand that 
has been forfeited for taxes. In such 
instances they will be given the op- 
portunity of buying back. An appli- 
cation came before council where P. 
Toule wished to again secure posses- 
sion of two lots which have been taken 
by the city. In this case it was de- 
cided that the original owner could 
have the land back on paying all ar- 
rears and expenses. 

May Sell Certificates. 

Permision was given by the council 
for the finance commissioner to auth- 
orize the selling of tax sale certifi- 
cates at the praesent tax gale. This is 
in connection with the request made 
by the city treasurer for council to 
consent to the selling of tthe certificates 
as each section allows property that 
been sold to the city to be disposed 
of subsequently, if there is any de- 
mand for it. It is probable that a 
time may be set for the selling of 
these certificates.

i The Calgary Herald has the follow- 
ng: 

Pledging themeelves to refrain fro 
purchasing any of the Hearst pubif- 
cations from now on, the members of 
the-executive of the Local Council of 
Women went on record Friday as 
strongly protesting the recent ma- 
lioious attack made on Canada and 
the motherland in the New York 
Journal, which is only one of the 
many daily papers owned by William 
Randolph Hearst. The resolution was 
moved by the convenor of the educa- 
tion committee of the council, who 
produced a clipping from the Montreal 
Star in which a most offensive Hearst 
editorial was quoted. Following the 
passing of the resolution, Mrs, Harolé 
Riley moved that a deputation from 
the local council be appointed to walt 
on the newsdeaters of the city and the 
public Mbrary, notifiying them of the 
action of the council] and asking 
their co-operation in stopping the 
sale of the Hearst publications. This 
deputation was also authorized to 
meet with the members of the I.0.D, 
B,, Canadian Club, Kiwanis and Ro- 
tary Clubs and the Board of Trade, 
with a view to securing some organ- 
ized effort in clearing Calgary of 
these publications. Mrs. G. W. Ker- 
by moved that the local press be asked 
to print a full lst of the magazines 
contronNed by Hearst, and Mrs. A. Me- 
Williams suggested that complNed 
lists be furnished to al locat’ societies

It is far more serious to waste the 
Suman resources of the community 
than the material resources.”

Mr. Blue spoke ag a representative of 
}the citizens’ committer of the Ed- 
jmonton Board of Trade. 

“As you are no doubt aware,” Mr 
Blue sald eald, “there isja etanding 
arrangement between the Welfare 
Board and the City Council, that for 
every doar raised by voluntary ef- 
fort for this important work, $2.00 
will be appropriated by the City 
Council. The Board - eatimates the 
needs for the coming year at at least 
$45,000. You will, therefore, gee Aow 
important it is that if the ‘oy ie to 
do ite duty for the unfortunate In its 
midst that $11,000 must be raised this 
week in order that tne objective may 
be obtained. 

“The Board thas been in operation 
for over seven years, I’ well remem- 
ber its inception in the days before 
the war and was pleased to contribute 
my effort to its success. I think we 
will al: agree that the Board has de- 
veloped into an essential institution 
in the city economy. It has develop 
ed into a democratic rather than a 
philanthropic charity dispensing body, 
jusing the word “charity” in the sense 
in which the public_regard that word 
jYtoday, viz., doles of money or “gifts 
{of duds and grub” to get rid of the 
“beggara, 
| “Welfare work,” Mr. Bluo contin- 
ued, ‘nas reached qa high point of or- 


munity organiam iteelf. In that year 
taere were 16 cases of unemployment, 
and @even cases of under-employ- 
ment; two oases arising from disabil- 
ity from industrial accident not cov- 
ered by the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act. Apart from 72 cases due to 
Spanish Influensa there were four 
cases of tubercuosis, two of rheuma- 
‘lam and two of bindness. How can 
any family ward off a menace such 
as this. There were two cases of in- 
sanity, three cases where the father 
was sent to prison. Under our ays- 
tem ¢oday, the magistrate «ends the 
husband to gaol and the wife is com- 
petied to go to the Weittre, Sees 
Unde domeatic problems th were 
four cases of non-support, 34 of de- 
sertion, as well aa a few other cases 
where the husband hgving gone to 
work in the North or in tae lumber 
camps, through ignorante or indif- 
ference, failed to eend ‘his earnings 
regular'y to his wife. 

“Aw you know the eecretary of the 
Welfare Board acts as the inspector 
of applications for the Mothers’ Pen- 
sion, which is paid partly by the mu- 
nicmpality and partly by the province. 
In the last class of cases I would Iike 
to draw your attention to the aged 
and indigent poor, of whom Mias King 
informs me there are over 40 in the 
city at the present time, without 
children and without means of sup- 
port. To let these people euffer would 
be retrograde our system to the stan- 
rd of the Indians of generations 
ago.”

as to increaged frieght and passenger 
rates at the rates hearing in August 
were too optimistic. They were As- 
sistant Controller Moule, of the C.P.R. 
and J. B. McLean, general auditor, of 
the Grand Trunk, Mr, Moule'’s esti- 
mate in August was that there would 
be twenty per cent tncrease in freight 
and ten per cent increase in passen- 
ger rates for the last half of 1920, 
as compared with the same six 
months in 1919. These figures, he 
said, would have ta be completely re- 
wised. For the Grandad Trunk, Mr. 
McLean stated that he had estimated 
1 betterment of fifteen per cent in 
freight and five per cent in passen- 
ger rates, As a matter of fact, ho 
e@aid, there would be a decrease in 
both freight and passenger rates as 
compared with the last half of 1919. 
Early Estimates Optimistic 

Submitting a detailed statement 
showing a freight traffic comparison 
for the latter half of 1920, as compar- 
ed with the same period in 1919, based 
upon the number of revenue produce 
ing cars handled by the C.P.R., Mr. 
Moule etated that while in July the 
increase had been over twenty-three 
per cent, it had fallen to slightly over 
thirteen per cent in October, He es- 
timated that the showing for the re- 
maining months of the year would be 
worre, 

The company’s grain traffic earnings 
fr October, 1919, were 
per cent of the gross freight earn- 
ings, while dn 1920, they had decreased 
to slightly over twenty-three per cent. 


Coming to a comparison of the 
passengers carrie’ ne ite, Mr. Moule 
stated thot * "vw “hewed an increase of 


ir per cent, August a decrease of 


over twu ... ...., september an in- 
crease of nine per cent and October 
an increase of thirteen per cent. 

That the elimination of the pres- 
ent rates increages would have pro- 
duced a deficit of $1,400;116 was the 
conclusion arrived at in a statement 
submitter by Mr. Moule. 

Predicts C.P.R. Deficit _ 

A further statement was submitted 
to show that even with the present 
tates continued in force until the end 
of the year, the C.P.R. will have a 
deficit of $1,935,795. Estimatedmet 
earnings were placed at $33,057,640, 
while fixed charges, pensions fund, in- 
come tax dividend requirements etc., 
‘will exceed that amount by nearly two 
mitlions. % 

Still another statement submtited by 
Mr. Moule covered estimated earn- 
ings and expenditures for 1921 and

troljlable expenditures, he sald, but in 
the ‘administration of the street ratl- 
way, electric Hght department and 
waterworks, economy must be exerted, 
It is the duty of the councillors who 
serve the public to transnct the, city 
business in the same manner as they 
do their own.”

More Jnducement to Invest. 

J. T. F, Collison, like the former 
speaker, pointed out the necessity of 
a readjustment that would result in 
a reduction of taxation and the nec- 
essity to reduce expenditure. This, he 
said. was the only way that the city 


At the present time there 
was little inducement for outsiders to 
invest their savings in the city, for at} 
the present rate of taxation, property 
owners actually had to pay within one |

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*Vaccinate Against Smallpox if 


There are exact and there are 


progressive sciences, medical sci- | 


enc¢ is progressive rather than ex- 
act. The last word has not yet been 
spoken in regard to the science 
of medicine. Consequently there 
is room for argument in regard to 
many matters of first importance 
connected with it. 

For ages smallpox was one of 
the scourges of humanity. The 
disease was so infectious, loath- 
some and fatal that it inspired a 
greater terror than almost any 
other. The discovery of vaccina- 
tion was one of the great events 
in the science of medicine, and 
marked an era in medical his- 
tory. Since vaccination has been 


generally practiced smallpox has| 


ceased to be the terror that it 
formerly was, and has come to be 
considered lightly as a general 
menace. 

There are objections made to 
vaccination. In a letter appear- 
ing in another column, Dr. 
Ghostley expresses in vivid 
phrase the anti vaccinationist point 
of view. But whatever ‘the ob- 
jections to vaccination may be, or 
howéVer well they may be found- 
ed, the objections to smallpox are 
of necessity vastly greater. 

It is urged against ‘vaccination 
that it is not infallible as a pre- 
ventative of smallpox. But the fact 
that since vaccination has been 


practiced, and in the countries in 


which it is practiced, smallpox 
has ceased to be a scourge and 
has become merely an incident is 
ample justification for its general 
employment as a _ preventive 
measure. 

It is difficult to understand the 
point of view of those who con- 
tend that anti smallpox vaecina- 
tion is not effective. They have 
nothing to say against diptheria 
anti toxin; against anti typhoid 
inoculation, or against hydropho- 
bia inoculation, but are unmeasur- 
ed in their denunciation of anti 
smallpox vaccination, Any gen- 
eral objection that can be urged 
against smallpox vaccination can 
be urged with double force 
against any of the other protective 
measures mentioned. There is no 
doubt that anti typhoid inocula- 
tion saved millions of lives in the 
world war. There are instances 
in which anti typhoid inoculation 
has failed to protect, and there 
are other instances of unfortunate 
results following it. But without 
inoculation Britain lost more sol- 
diers in South Africa by typhoid 
than by bullets. With inoculation 
the losses from typhoid on the 
terrible west. front in the world 
war were almost negligible as 
compared with the losses in bat- 
tle. Why should it be assumed 
that smallpox vaccination is too 
dangerous or ineffective for gener- 
al use, when typhoid inoculation 
is accepted as a satisfactory pre- 
ventative. The more so where it 
is an established fact, that one at- 
tack of smallpox ensures future 
immunity more certainly than in 
case of any other disease. Surely 
if an actual attack of smallpox 
will prevent a recurrence of the 
disease, a partial attack, artifical- 
ly brought about, may fairly be 
expected to give at least 
measurable immunity. Enough 
to make the effort towards preven- 
tion by vaccinati> very much 
worth’ while. 

Those who oppose vaccination 
no doubt are sincere in their 
views, butt they should be willing 
to concede the same sincerity to 
those who take a different view. 
The members of any community 
owe it to themselves that they 
shall not endanger ‘the welfare of 
their neighbors. The obligation 
rests upon every citizen to take all 
reasonable measures against in- 
feetious disease. Quarantine regu 
lations are always irksome and

Is Lenine for Sale? 


Premier Lloyd George announe- 
ed on Thursday that negotiations 
| were to be resumed looking to the 
establishment of trade relations 
with Soviet Russia. The object, it 
is intimated, is not so much that 
there is a prospect of building up 
a profitable commercial exchange 
with a country that has ceased to 
produce sufficient even for its own 
requirements, as the hope that if 
\the Soviet power is recognized in 
ithis way ‘the ‘‘red’’ leaders will 
cease to sow their propaganda in 
Asia Minor, Persia and India. In 
other words, the experiment of 
‘‘buying off the Danes’’ is to be 
‘tried again. 

That the scheme has any very 
bright prospect of success can 
hardly seem the case, even to the 
statesman who claims that he re- 
gards the Irish situation with op- 
timism. The ‘‘red’’ leaders are 
about the least likely looking par- 
} ties on the political horizon to stay 
bought. The nature of their cause 
forbids a stand-pat policy toward 
Britan or any other country where 
representatve government obtains, 
A predatory movement does not 
admit the keeping of truces with 
prospective victims; least of all 
truce that would put a barricade 
across the line of least resistance ; 
and Asia offers the ‘‘red’’ leaders 
the easiest road to further success. 

To do them credit, Lenine and 
Trotsky have not professed to de- 
sire peace with Britain, or any 
other country. They are ready en- 
ongh te protest when a foreign 
Government is suspected of help- 
ing their opponents in Russia. But 
they do not claim to be willing to 
make a bargain to leave their 
neighbors alone on condition that 
they be not interferred with, They 
are not pro-ponents of interna- 
tional amity and non-interference ; 
they are apostles of a ‘‘gospel’’ of 
world revolution; and make no 
pretense to be anything else. That 
they are propagandising ‘to that 
end in every country that their 
emissaries can reach and are al- 
lowed to operate in is their boast. 
That they aim to brjng the world 
under the destructively commun- 
istic system they have set up in 
Russia is their persistently declar- 

ed ideal. 

If keeping hands off Russia 
meant that the Soviet would keep 
hands off the rest of the world the 
other nations could afford to make 
terms with the Soviet and leave 
Russia to its fate. Unfortunately, 
peace in Russia with the Soviet-in 
the saddle is more likely to mean 
war for the neighbors; including 
Great Britain, whose Asiatic pos- 
sesions offer the most tempting 
field for the immediate extension 
lof the world revolution program. 
To suppose that Britain, of all 
nations, ean bribe Lenine to play 
traitor to his cause by making a 
trade arrangement with himis 
visionary. To suppose that he 
would keep the arrangement if he 
did make it is altogether too 
dream-like. 

The world has had a measure of 
security against the ‘‘red’’ menace 
thus far which does not longer 
exist. While Russian anuti-Bolshe- 
vik and Polish armies were ‘thrust- 
ing at its vitals the Soviet was too 
busy at home to speed up the re- 
volutionary campaign in other 
countries. Now that an armistice 
has been made with the Poles, 
| Wrangel’s army wiped out, and the 
Ukrainians chased off the prem- 

ises, the Soviet leaders are free to 
devote themselves to the propa- 
| panada campaign abroad, That 
they will work the opportunity for 
all it is worth is to be supposed. 
If even while they were fighting 
to retain power in Russia they 
found means to flood the world 
with preachers of their jehad it

In Colorado Springs, compuleory 
vaccination ‘will be opposed in the 
courts by the League olf Health De- 
mocracy formed there. One hundred 
members have joined the new organ- 
ization and contributed to a fund to 
test in the courts the existing ordin- 
ance On inocculation of students, and 
to initiate a law at the next election 
which will make vaccination optional 
with ‘both citizens and school children, 

In South Dakota, there is a young 
well organizeé opposition to thie tyr- 
anny, and the Board of Mducation is 
favoring freedom rather than slavery, 
strange to say.

angle of dt which must ibe taken into 
|consideration, Vaccination usually 
|makes a aman very sick for a time, 
| sometimes ffor a day and sometimes 
for a week or more. If we twere to 
‘be vaccinated only a few at a time, we 
‘have seven ‘hundred in tthe depart- 
|ment, we wouldn't get through before 
‘the end of the winter. If we vaccina- 
\ted them all at one time the whole
